1ROM THE weekly reports of new building activity in 
and about Sierra Madre published in THE NEWS 
there is ample evidence tiuit at least this part of 
the country has not only emerged from the period of de¬ 
pression, it has entered definitely upon an era of unpre¬ 
cedented prosperity. As it was pointed out in a recent issue 
of THE NEWS, this is not a boom, it is a renaissance. The 
zone of the revival—in building, in trade, in the arts, in 
all sorts of improvements—extends far beyond the corpor¬ 
ate limits of Sierra Madre, as it has already been stated 
in these columns; yet Sierra Madre remains the center of 
it.

an advanced and sophisticated civilization coupled with the 
lure of an adjacent and immediately available wilderness.

irom a great metropolis or little more than an hour 1 rom 
the vast Mojave desert; mountain trails and mountain high¬ 
ways of infinite beauty and interest descending to our very 
doors; frost-free; epidemic-free; fog-free; with an unlimited 
water-supply of such superlative purity that it might well 
he bottled and sold to less fortunate urban centers—and 
certified as such not by any local interest but by the high¬ 
est health authority of Los Angeles County itself. 

The catalogue of desiderata could be continued, with 
all sincerity and truth, almost indefinitely. But enough has 
been said to back up many times over the judgment or 
those who are now happily participating in Sierra Madre’s 
far-reaching development. This development is local only in 
so much that Sierra Madre remains the cenfter of it. The 
forward movement encompasses all our mountain slope and 
the proximate valley practically from Pasadena on the west 
to Monrovia on the east; southward it embraces all of Ar¬ 
cadia and away for verdant leagues beyond. 

Homes, new homes going up everywhere; homes set 
in superbly landscaped gardens often acres in extent; 
estates with elaborate provisions for the stabling of some 
of the country’s finest horses; a racing establishment al¬ 
ready equal to the world’s l>est and yearly enhanced both 
in equipment and beauty; all this and still hundreds of 
acres left for inevitable further development. 

In view of all this, it is only fair to ask our own 
citizens what is to be their part in this rebirth and gloriti- ,ieiuy. 
cation of Sierra Madre. More particularly—and it may of The swift 
necessity be recurrently—the question should be addiessed flrst P orUon 
to our iocal merchants. We ask the question now: 

Merchants of Sierra Madre, what are you going to do 
about it? Thousands of dollars recorded for the building of 
new homes or the refurbishing of old ones; virtually not 
one dollar spent or projected for the enhancement of our 
commercial plant. The merchants of Sierra Madre are con¬ 
fronted by the greatest opportunity ever presented trads- 
men of any sort, anywhere. 

One phase of this new era of the most vital in¬ 
terest to local merchants has to do with the projected bus¬ 
lines now being ardently promoted by our neighboring com¬ 
munities. El Monte, Lamanda Park, San Gabriel, these are 
all eager to have direct communication with Sierra Madre 
via Rosemead or San Gabriel boulevards. Arcadia would like 
to have a bus-line, also from Sierra Madre to El Monte but 
passing by Santa Anita Drive—away from Monrovia. Mon¬ 
rovia wishes for nothing so much as a loop service linking 
Arcadia and Sierra Madre to her own rich field. But in any 
and every case, it will be noticed that Sierra Madre remains 
the center of the progressive movement. 

The establishment of such bus-routes is an eventuality 
—inevitable and not far distant—which our local merchants 
must confront. Will they meet the situation with mere 
apathy? Such an attitude is unthinkable. It would prove 
to be suicidal. When Sierra Madre is “opened up,’’ so to 
speak, by rapid and easy communication to rivalry with 
outside shopping-centers ,the regional merchants, whether 
' they wish it or not, will be forced to enter a struggle lor 
survival—a survival of the fittest. And in no such con¬ 
flict can the weak, the unalert, the unawakened, long sur¬ 
vive. It is time now to entrench, to get what is here, to 
build up good will that will hold present advantages and to 
attract what is rapidly coming to Sierra Madre’s door. It

Police issue Warning 

Concentrating on choice resi. 
dential areas, a band of what 
police believe are professional 
burglars renewed their raids in 
the west San Gabriel valley over 
the weekend, looting five home , of ! 
jewelry and articles worth $2100. 

The richest haul was made at 
the home of H. V. Henderson, 65 
Owen avenue, Arcadia, where i 
$1200 worth of jewelry and cloth¬ 
ing were taken. Mr. Henderson, a 
winter visitor from Detroit, was 
away when the thieves broke in. 
Items stolen included a set of 
platinum cuff links valued at 
$750, clothing, a pair of shoes and 
some canned good. The burglars 
evidently took their time, smok¬ 
ing clgarets and strewing paper 
matches about the house. 

It is believed that the band is 
one that follows tourists and 
other visitors lured here by the 
climate, the Arcadia track, and 
concentrates in California in the 
winter season, when hundreds of 
winter festivities are in progress. 

In view of these robberies, and 
a Tuesday night raid in Pasadena, 
when five Arroyo Drive homes 
were entered and rifled of jewerly 
and cash within an hour, Chief 
of Police G. G. McMillan cautions 
local residents to be sure to lock 
all doors and windows when go¬ 
ing out, even if they plan to he 
absent for only a few minutes. In 
case a house is burglarized, noth¬ 
ing should be touched, in order 
to preserve fingerprints, etc., and 
the incident should be reported at 
once. Residents are also cautioned 
to report any suspicious-looking 
characters seen about the streets 
or in their neighborhoods.

The initial work calls for 
the cleaning of the grounds, and 
the salvaging of cement pipe 
fence, wire, valves, 
pipe-fittings, conduits, 
ing of the 185 acres 
immediately. 

The completed project 
for an 18-hole golf course, 
niing pools, comfort stations, pic¬ 
nic grounds, tennis courts, base¬ 
ball diamonds, and full play¬ 
ground equipment. Roads will be 
graded and paved througout the 
entire tract, and lawns, shrubs, 
and trees will be planted as part' 
of the landscaping program, 
which is to be one of the first 
development steps taken. 

Of the total cost of the pro¬ 
ject, $496,450. the county will pay 
$75,209 and the Federal Govern¬ 
ment, $421,241. 

The Ross Field project is in¬ 
cluded in a list of 24 WPA pro¬ 
jects scheduled to start- in the 
county between February 3 an ! 
February 17, at a total cost of 
$1,717,598. In all, 3201 men will 
be given employment.

Danger To Children Flying Kites 

Pointed Out By Edison Co. Manager 


Valley Area 
Promised A 
Court House 


A warning of thi> possibilities 
of danger to children flying kites 
was issued here today by Fred 
Schwartz, manager for the South., 
ern California Edison Co., in this 
territory. 

"With the coming of spring 
and the kite-flying season, elec¬ 
tric, telephone and street car 
companies throughout the country 
again stress the warning that 
children should keep their kites 
away from overhead lines," 
Schwartz said. "It should be 
borne in mind that the kite string 
is at an angle and may pass over 
the electric lines some distance 
awav and entirely out of sight. 

“Under no circumstances should 
a child climb a pole in an at¬ 
tempt to bring down a kite. The 
proper thing to do is to call the 
electric, telephone, or street car 
company to which the wires be¬ 
long. Linemen with proper equip¬ 
ment will be sent to take the kite 


from the lines. 

“It is unsafe to try to pull 
down a kite which has become 
entangled in electric lines. The 
wires may be pulled together, 
causing a short-circuit. It can 
happen in such cases that wires 
break and fall to the ground, per¬ 
haps fatally injuring anyone who 
may be near them. 

"In making a kite no metal or 
metalized cord should be used, it 
is also important to remember 
that a damp string becomes a 
conductor of electricity when it 
touches an electric line. Kite 
strings should be kept off the 
ground or grass when there is a 
possibility of wetting the string. 
A dry string is the only safe way 
to fly a kite.”

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Valley Residents 
Get Help On Their 
Income Tax Returns 

West San Gabriel Valley resi¬ 
dents confused over their 1935 
income tax return blanks may be 
aided by deputy collectors who 
will be on duty at the Alhambra 
City Hall, February 10, 11, 12 
and 13, and at the Monrovia 
Chamber of Commerce, February 
3. 

All single persons, according 
to Collector Nat Rogan, with an 
income of $1000 or more yearly, 
regardless of their dependants, 
must file returns before March 15. 
Married persons must file returns 
if their combined net income ex¬ 
ceeds $2500. Those with a gross 
of $5000 must file returns ir¬ 
respective of marital status. 

Under the new rulings, income 
tax returns must be signed by 
husband and wife; filed in dupli¬ 
cate with the special green form; 
and filed in the district in which 
the taxpayer maintains his per¬ 
manent residence.

will be made next year, repre¬ 
senting an addition of approxi¬ 
mately 9.6 cents per $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation in the 1936-37 
county tax rate, the Board of 
Supervisors annouunced Wednes¬ 
day. 

Inasmuch as only $800 of the 
refund is scheduled to go to the 
local district, there is little like¬ 
lihood of any reduction in this 
district’s 1936-37 tax rate. 

The interest on school district 
tax funds handled by the county 
must be refunded to the dis¬ 
tricts, under a recent State Su¬ 
preme Court ruling. 

After scores of school districts 
had filed claims for interest re¬ 
funds, which have been withheld 
by the county during the past 
three years, the supervisors form¬ 
ally agreed to pay the claims 
provided payment was not de¬ 
manded until next year. 

Chairman Herbert C. Legg 
pointed out that the 5 per cent 
Riley-Stewart expenditure limi¬ 
tation does not annly to the 
heavy increase in revenues of 
school districts under the refund, 
and that if school boards desire | 
they can splurge the unexpected 
revenues without decreasing next 
year’s school tax rate. 

County Auditor Payne esti¬ 
mated that the present $1.19 
county tax rate must be boosted 
approximately 7 cents to raise the 
$ 1 , 500,000 refund and that an¬ 
other 2'■. cents must be added to 


$500,000 annual revenue the coun¬ 
ty has been collecting from the 
interest on school funds.

1 71EW plants introduced to the 
’ West Coast within the last 
few years spread attention 
and aroused such interest a.n 1 ad¬ 
miration as the Kurume Azalea 
from Japan. 

Their origin in the Flowery 
Kingdom is associated with a 
charming legend. To quote Dr. E. 

H. Wilson, “More than royal i. 
this lovely Princess, for is she 
not descended from Ninigi, grand¬ 
son of the Sun-godde- Ama- 
terasu?” History tells us that 
her ancestors sprang from the would 
soil in which Ninigi alighted when our 
he came down from heaven to 
found the Empire of Japan. 

If skeptics there !>■ they have 


the moon and the stars, to the 
birds of the air and the four- 
footed friends that walk the 
earth we do not know. But about 
a century ago a wondering pil¬ 
grim of the genus Homo became 
enraptured with them and loving, 
iy carried a few away to his 
home in the town of Kurume and 
a new era in the family history 
dawned." 

Up to a few years ago, it was 
not generally believed that they 
grow successfully under 
climatic conditions. This, 
however, has been satisfactorily 
disproved by the experience of the 
Coolidge Rare Plant Gardens in 
Pasadena, during the past five 
years.

When massed beneath wide 
spreading trees they weave rugs 
of dream-like loveliness and offer 
a spectacle unsurpassed for bril¬ 
liance and beauty. 

Their culture is comparatively 
simple. As soil containing alkali 
or lime . is detrimental to their 
development, the writer wuld 
i irnmend planting fliem in pure 
German peqj, wh^ch creates a 
favorable ' acid "condition. As for 
food, they occasionally require 
cottonseed meal tin a very limited 
quantity) during the growing 
season.
